ft’s  a dangerous  positive  social  feedback 
cycle.  “Positive”  in  the  sense  of  a feedback 
cycle  that  moves  a complex  system  further 
from  stabilization.  Another  example  is 
the  melting  of  the  Arctic  ice  and  global 
warming.  A negative  feedback  cycle,  like 
a thermostat,  stabilizes  a system. 

Most  of  the  poor  and  near-poor  — the 
working  class  — are  white,  and  1 think 
they  are  becoming  more  likely  to  explode 
also.  There  are  other  ways  to  kill  people 
than  using  a weapon.  A documentary 
on  health  care  1 watched  said  that  the 
main  determinant  of  health  in  the  U.S.  is 
income.  The  main  reason  is  stress,  caused 
by  financial  pressure.  Stress  sets  people 
off.  For  example,  when  unemployment 
rises,  so  does  child  and  wife  abuse. 

We  need  to  do  something  about  our 
economy,  either  create  more  government 
jobs  or  set  up  a guaranteed  minimum 
income,  paid  by  the  government  to 
everyone  below  a certain  income  level  and 
financed  through  higher  corporate  taxes. 
This  would  help  all  of  us  to  benefit  from 


automation  instead  of  just  the  rich  people 
who  own  the  machines.

Liberals  Out  of  Touch 

IT’S  TIME  TO  RECONNECT  WITH  REALITY 


With  the  British  electorate’s  dra- 
matic and  unexpected  decision  to 
pull  out  of  the  European  Union, 
The  New  York  Times  reports  that 
“the  same  yawning  gap  between 
the  elite  and  mass  opinion  is  fueling  a populist  back- 
lash” all  across  Europe  and  the  United  States. 

Here  at  home,  election  season  is  upon  us  and 
widespread  frustration  with  conventional  party 
politics  has  been  the  motivating  force  behind  both  the 
Donald  Trump  and  Bernie  Sanders  campaigns.  The 
Trump  appeal,  as  with  the  “Brexit”  revolt,  has  much 
to  do  with  resentment  toward  migrants  and  refugees. 

Meanwhile,  across  the  aisle,  we  must  recognize 
that  the  Democratic  Party,  in  particular,  has  lost  touch 
with  its  traditional  working-class  base,  and  we  of 
the  “liberal  elite”  must  take  some  responsibility  for 
having  compromised  our  values  and,  in  the  months 
ahead,  for  putting  us  back  on  course. 

Liberals,  some  would  say,  simply  feel  guilty  for 
being  dealt  a privileged  hand.  No,  liberals  today  don’t 
operate  out  of  guilt  for  lifestyle  choices  and  professed 
political  views  that  may  seem  inconsistent . . . but  we 
are  falling  out  of  touch. 

1 live  in  a beautiful  home  in  a virtually  all-white 
upscale  neighborhood  of  like-minded  (liberal) 
academics  and  professionals.  We  comprise  a 
community  of  legal  aid  lawyers,  social  workers, 
professors,  public  school  teachers,  homeless 
advocates,  reproductive  rights  counselors,  health 
care  policy  reformers,  reentry  (from  prison  or  jail) 
supporters,  public  defenders,  psychologists  helping 
a financially-strapped  and  emotionally-stressed 


clientele,  doctors  serving  those  on  the  street  without 
insurance  and  resources,  socially  conscious  judges 
and  a host  of  dedicated  public  servants. 

We  support  all  the  right  causes,  e.g.  a $15  minimum 
wage,  Black  Lives  Matter  and  a clean  environment. 
And  yet,  with  the  end  of  each  workday,  we  return  to 
our  comfortable  zip  code;  the  working  class  and  the 
poor  do  not  live  in  our  neighborhood. 

Although  our  political  leanings  have  been  all 
about  bringing  moderation  and  justice  to  a capitalist 
system,  we’ve  been  co-opted  into  lifestyles  that 
perpetuate  and  aggravate  a class-based  society.  Our 
young  children,  so  much  of  whose  time  is  spent  at 
home  or  in  the  neighborhood,  are  being  raised  largely 
in  a segregated  world. 

Two  Americas.  Out  of  sight,  out  of  mind.  All 
across  our  nation,  gated  communities  serve  as 
Trumpian  walls.  Sadly,  we  have  rendered  ourselves 
ineffectual  in  addressing  these  obscene  class  divisions 
— the  “income  inequality”  mantra  that  has  become  so 
popular  in  political  speeches  and  so  absent  in  political 
action.  Yes,  we  need  to  walk  the  walk. 

As  embarrassing,  offensive  and  dangerous  as  he 
may  be,  Don  “Make-America-White/Male-Again” 
Tmmp  is  not  solely  to  blame.  He  simply  says  out 
loud  what  Republicans  have  believed  for  at  least  a 
generation;  meanwhile,  Bill  Clinton  and  the  Democrats 
ignored  their  traditional  middle-class  base  and  chose 
shareholders  over  jobholders,  Wall  Street  over  Main 
Street.  With  the  fraternity  of  investment  bankers 
running  through  a revolving  door  with  the  Obama 
administration,  it’s  no  surprise  that  we’ve  traded  labor 
unions  for  corporate  profits  and  replaced  organized 


labor  with  temps  and  independent  contractors. 

The  success  or  failure  of  our  public  schools  — and 
the  hopes  and  dreams  of  our  students  — is  largely 
pre-determined  by  the  socio-economic  class  of  the 
parent  body  in  the  surrounding  neighborhood.  And 
now  we  have  charters  and  privatization  undermining 
our  teachers’  unions  and  a public  education  system 
that  was  once  envied  around  the  globe.  Rather  than 
embarking  on  a single-payer  health  system,  we’ve 
saved  seats  at  the  table  for  insurers  and  Big  Pharma. 

Libertarians,  including  so  many  of  the  white  male 
entrepreneurs  of  Silicon  Valley,  see  little  need  for  the 
kind  of  social  safety  net  so  common  in  most  every  other 
industrialized  nation.  And  the  “shared  economy”  to 
which  we  once  aspired  has  come  to  mean  Airbnb  and 
Uber. 

In  short,  we’re  living  in  a segregated  society.  The 
American  Dream  of  upward  mobility  into  a large  and 
welcoming  middle  class  is  fading  fast  for  those  who 
struggle  so  desperately.  To  update  James  Carville’s 
advice  to  Bill  Clinton’s  campaign  in  1992,  now  “it’s 
the  [class-based]  economy,  stupid.” 

Many  of  us  whose  political  lives  blasted  off  in  the 
1960s  have  lost  the  pathway  toward  the  kind  of  world 
we  set  out  to  create.  With  a gimlet  eye,  we  see  our 
expectations  diminished  and,  in  moments  of  harsher 
self-assessment,  a legacy  betrayed. 

As  we  encourage  one  another  in  our  retirement 
years  with  renewed  energy  around  the  issues  that  have 
inspired  our  lives,  let’s  acknowledge  that  we’ve  fallen 
out  of  touch  — not  out  of  breath,  not  out  of  guilt,  just 
out  of  touch  — and  commit  ourselves  to  reconnecting 
across  class  lines  (and  with  the  politically-aroused 
Millennials)  as  we  move  our  generation’s  agenda 
forward.  For  starters,  how  about  some  low-income, 
subsidized  housing  in  our  finest  neighborhoods?  Let’s 
talk:  union2757@comcast.net.

HUMAN  FUTURE 

Our  lives  and  our  actions  affect  the 
future  of  humanity.  There  is  new  research 
in  several  areas. 

Epigenetics  shows  our  chromosomes 
are  influenced  by  factors  outside  the  basic 
DNA  code.  Environment  and  experience 
cause  changes.  Methylation  of  the  genes 
is  one  mechanism.  At  conception,  much 
genetic  methylation  is  cleared. 

From  the  Cohn  Institute  for  the  History 
and  Philosophy  of  Science  and  Ideas  in 
Tel  Aviv,  Israel,  comes  a study  comparing 
the  genome  and  epigenetic  markers  of 
Holocaust  survivors  and  their  descendants 
to  that  of  related  individuals  not  affected 
by  the  Holocaust.  The  genes  of  survivors 
and  of  their  children  show  methylation  in 
areas  representing  fear  and  anxiety  not 
found  in  the  control  group. 

Human  experience  can  be  inherited 
trans-generationally. 

Does  this  news  leave  you  hopeless 
and  frustrated,  predestined  to  suffer 
from  insoluble  problems?  Think  again. 
Epigenetic  markers  can  clear.  Much  is  still 
unknown  about  these  processes. 

Research  shows  that  babies  see  more 
than  older  persons.  Babies  are  sensitive 
and  aware.  The  importance  of  nurturing 
cannot  be  over-emphasized. 

These  are  among  the  topics  of  a one- 
day  conference  in  Eugene  on  Friday,  July 
22.

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TAKING  THE  WILD 
OUT  OF  THE  WILD  HORSE 


oughly  67,000  wild  horses  roam  the  public  lands  of  the 
western  United  States,  and  around  4,000  of  them  are  in 
Oregon. 

The  federal  Bureau  of  Land  Management  (BLM) 
considers  the  current  population  to  be  more  than  double 
the  healthy  level  for  the  land  and  has  suppressed  the  population 
for  decades.  Many  mustang  advocacy  groups  strongly  oppose  the 
BLM’s  methods  and  motives  for  population  control  and  believe 
that  the  agency  gives  preferential  treatment  to  livestock. 

Despite  recent  public  outcry,  the  BLM  has  announced  an  ex- 
periment to  sterilize  wild  horses  held  in  Hines,  Oregon,  in  a part- 
nership with  Oregon  State  University  (OSU).  The  BLM  has  ap- 
proved two  grants  to  OSU  totaling  $348,000  to  study  wild  horse 
sterilization. 

The  proposed  experiment  that  has  caused  the  most  outcry 
involves  a surgical  spay  procedure  called  “ovariectomy  via  col- 
potomy,”  in  which  a veterinarian  removes  the  ovaries  from  the 
horse  with  a tool  with  a chain  or  loop  called  an  ecraseur.  Some 
scientists  and  advocacy  groups  have  described  this  surgery  as 
“barbaric,  invasive  and  dangerous.” 

The  American  Wild  Horse  Preservation  Campaign  (AWHPC) 
has  been  among  the  most  vocal  opponents  to  the  BLM’s  propos- 
al. AWHPC  is  a coalition  dedicated  to  preserving  American  wild 
horses  and  burros.  AWHPC  has  filed  a series  of  complaints  to  the 
BLM  and  OSU  about  the  proposed  experiments  and  led  a public 
campaign  in  which  21,000  people  submitted  public  comments  in 
opposition  to  the  experiment. 

AWHPC  has  urged  the  BLM  to  use  the  PZP  (porcine  zona 
pellucida)  birth  control  vaccine,  a noninvasive  method  that  the 
group  says  has  a 98  percent  efficacy  rate  in  the  first  year  after  ap- 
plication and  can  last  for  up  to  three  years. 

“The  BLM  has  a history  of  failing  to  utilize  humane  birth 
control  to  manage  wild  horses,”  AWHPC  Executive  Director  Su- 
zanne Roy  tells  EW.  “The  PZP  birth  control  vaccine  has  been 
available  for  about  30  years,  and  the  BLM  has  consistently  failed 
to  use  it.  Now  they’ve  reached  this  crisis  stage.” 

Many  of  the  horses  selected  for  the  ovariectomy  via  colpot- 
omy  surgery  are  pregnant  and  some  are  only  eight  months  old. 


according  to  the  BLM.  The  pregnant  horses  have  a higher  risk  of 
death  and  long-term  complications. 

Oregon  veterinarian  Leon  Pielstick  conducted  this  surgery  in  a 
workshop  last  year  and  two  of  the  five  horses  died,  while  two  oth- 
ers required  extensive  post-operative  care,  according  to  AWHPC. 
The  horses  in  this  workshop  were  tame,  and  AWHPC  believes  that 
if  they  had  been  wild  they  would  not  have  access  to  post  operative 
care.  OSU  and  the  BLM  have  said  that  if  the  death  rate  exceeds  20 
percent,  they  will  stop  the  experiment. 

“Twenty  percent  of  25  horses  is  not  that  much,”  says  BLM 
Burns  District  Wild  Horse  and  Burro  Specialist  Lisa  Grant. 

One  hundred  horses  will  be  selected  for  the  surgery.  Twenty 
horses  would  have  to  die  to  stop  the  experiment.  In  an  FAQ  in 
response  to  the  concerns  about  the  procedure,  OSU  writes,  “Uni- 
versity-wide commitment  to  animal  care,  safety  and  welfare  is  a 
top  priority.” 

Ginger  Kathrens,  humane  representative  on  the  BLM  National 
Wild  Horse  and  Burro  Advisory  Board,  has  worked  with  wild  hors- 
es for  more  than  20  years.  Kathrens  founded  the  Cloud  Foundation, 
a nonprofit  that  is  dedicated  to  preventing  the  extinction  of  wild 
horses  in  the  western  U.S.  She  was  appointed  to  the  BLM  Advisory 
Board  after  the  recent  vote  to  conduct  the  experiment  in  Bums. 

“Why  in  the  world  are  we  researching  ovariectomy  via  colpoto- 
my?”  Kathrens  asks.  “This  surgery  is  not  practical  unless  you  don’t 
care  if  a significant  portion  of  the  animals  die.” 

Wild  horses  inhabit  12  percent  of  BLM  land  and  account  for 
about  20  percent  of  the  land’s  forage,  whereas  livestock  account 
for  about  80  percent  of  the  forage.  Ranchers  are  permitted  to  graze 
their  livestock  on  BLM  land  for  substantially  lower  than  market 
rate. 

Advocates  fear  that  the  BLM  is  not  acting  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  public.  AWHPC  has  cited  polls  that  show  that  three  out  of  four 
Americans  support  protecting  the  country’s  wild  horses  on  public 
lands  in  a humane  manner. 

“The  BLM’s  whole  agenda  is  to  continue  their  unsustainable 
practice  of  rounding  up  wild  horses  and  the  goal  is  to  legalize  the 
slaughter  of  wild  horses,”  Roy  tells  EW.  “That’s  where  they’re 
heading.”  ■

Democratic  Party  adopts  its  official  platform. 

According  to  the  Democratic  Party  of  Oregon’s  web- 
site, “Senator  Sanders  has  earned  36  of  Oregon’s  61  elect- 
ed delegates  to  the  Democratic  National  Convention.  Sec. 
Clinton  has  earned  25  delegates.” 

Delegates  are  elected  or  appointed  at  the  local  or  state 
level  to  represent  the  state’s  voters  at  a national  level.  Each 
delegate  is  legally  bound  to  support  their  particular  candi- 
date at  the  national  convention,  and  the  candidates  acquire 
delegates  based  on  the  proportion  of  votes  they  receive  in 
every  state. 

One  of  the  delegates  for  Bernie  Sanders  is  University 
of  Oregon  student  Corinne  Ellis.  This  will  be  Ellis’  first 
convention,  “ft’s  still  a little  bit  surreal  because  not  a lot 
of  22-year-olds  get  to  do  this,”  Ellis  says.  “1  saw  it  as  an 
opportunity  to  make  my  voice  heard  ...  I feel  like  students 
are  consistently  excluded  from  the  political  process,  and 
Bernie  Sanders  was  inspiring  about  getting  young  people 
involved.” 

She  says  her  greatest  interest  is  Sanders’  idea  of  af- 
fordable higher  education.  “1  think  in  order  to  have  a well 
working  democracy,  education  is  vital,”  Ellis  says.  “1  think 
his  idea  of  tuition-free  college  is  very  idealistic,  but  1 also 
think  it’s  very  attainable.” 

Matthew  Keating,  who  introduced  Bernie  Sanders 
with  a Shakespearean  sonnet  when  Sanders  campaigned 
in  Springfield,  is  a political  consultant  and  represents  the 
more  seasoned  convention  veteran.  He  is  a delegate  for 
Sanders  and  also  serves  on  the  board  of  higher  education  at 
Lane  Community  College.  “From  my  point  of  view,”  Keat- 
ing says,  “tuition-free  higher  education  is  the  key.  Educa- 
tion, fundamentally,  should  be  a right.” 

This  will  be  Keating’s  third  consecutive  convention.  He 
attended  both  conventions  where  President  Barack  Obama 
was  nominated,  and  after  this  convention,  he  will  have 
taken  the  train  to  each  one. 


“I’m  a huge  train  supporter,”  Keating  says.  “It’s  less  of 
a carbon  footprint  and  is  more  cost  effective.”  He  adds,  “It 
allows  me  to  underscore  the  fact  that  the  Democratic  Na- 
tional Committee  doesn’t  have  an  environmental  caucus, 
and  we  should.” 

According  to  Keating,  Oregon  does  have  an  environ- 
mental caucus  with  a progressive  platform,  but  his  goal  is 
to  create  one  nationally  to  allow  for  greater  environmental 
awareness. 

“I  believe  in  the  senator’s  platform,”  Keating  tells  EW. 
“This  movement  that  Bernie  has  helped  create  is  not  go- 
ing away,  and  we’re 
going  to  continue  to 
advocate,  passion- 
ately, for  real,  serious 
reform  that  helps  all 
Americans,  not  just  the 
wealthiest  few.” 

Julie  Fahey  is  trea- 
surer of  the  Demo- 
cratic Party  of  Oregon 
who  is  a pledged  dele- 
gate to  Hillary  Clinton. 

She  is  also  a graduate 
of  Emerge  Oregon, 
which  trains  Demo- 
cratic women  to  run 
for  office.  She  is  run- 
ning for  Oregon  House 
District  14  in  the  Or- 
egon State  Legislature  in  the  fall. 

“I  am  very  passionate  about  getting  more  women  into 
office  at  the  local  level,  at  the  state  level  and  at  the  national 
level,”  Fahey  says.  She  explains  that  there  is  a trickle- 
down  effect  when  women  hold  high  positions  in  offices 
where  there  are  then  more  women  holding  positions  in  of- 
fice at  lower  levels  of  government.  She  says  she  hopes  that 
a greater  effect  will  be  created  if  Clinton  is  elected. 

“There  are  different  priorities  when  women  are  in  of- 
fice,” Fahey  says  pointing  to  issues  such  as  affordable 
childcare,  equal  pay  and  paid  sick  days,  “things  that  dis- 


proportionately affect  women.  Yes,  male  elected  officials 
are  in  support  of  those  things,  but  often  times,  it’s  women 
who  are  the  real  champions  of  them.” 

This  will  be  Fahey’s  first  convention,  and  she  says  she 
is  excited  that  Emerge  America  is  going  to  have  a substan- 
tial presence  at  the  convention  this  year.  “I  hope  to  be  able 
to  meet  other  Democrats  from  around  the  country,”  Fahey 
says.  “I  think  it  will  be  really  great  to  get  a chance  to  talk  to 
other  people  about  what’s  going  on  in  their  states.” 

Another  delegate  pledged  to  Clinton  is  Ryan  Kounovsky, 
a graduate  of  the  UO  and  campaign  manager  for  Rep.  Phil 

Barnhart,  Rep.  John 
Lively  and  Rep.  Nan- 
cy Nathanson.  This  is 
Kounovsky’s  first  con- 
vention, and  he  says 
he  hopes  to  be  able  to 
represent  young  peo- 
ple and  Lane  County 
well,  as  well  as  learn 
what  programs  are 
working  in  other  states 
to  get  more  democrats 
elected. 

“I’m  most  excited 
about  [Clinton’s]  way 
of  bringing  people 
into  conversations 
that  are  going  to  bring 
change,”  Kounovsky 
says.  “I  think  she  really  wants  to  make  a difference  and  she 
is  open  to  doing  that  in  whatever  way  is  going  to  be  best 
for  all  people.” 

He  adds,  “I’m  really  excited  about  her  involvement  in 
the  LGBTQ  community.  I believe  she  also  understands 
things  going  on  in  minority  communities  where  people  are 
being  oppressed.” 

Kounovsky  says,  “There’s  still  some  tragic  violence  go- 
ing on,  and  things  need  to  be  changed  with  the  way  we  are 
treating  all  of  the  people  in  our  country.”  ■

RIVER  TRIPS 
PROVIDE  HISTORY 

A Harrisburg  business  owner  is  providing  jet  boat  tours  of  the 
Willamette  River  from  a perspective  only  a local  could  provide. 

Mike  Hurd  is  the  owner  of  Scenic  Jet  Boat  Tours  and  Hurd’s 
Hardware  and  Custom  Machinery  in  Harrisburg,  just  30  min- 
utes north  of  Eugene. 

“1  grew  up  just  a mile  from  the  river  and  always  enjoyed  fishing  and 
hunting  around  the  river,”  he  says. 

Now  Hurd  gives  tours  of  the  Willamette  on  his  22-foot-long  alumi- 
num North  River  sled. 

Along  the  way  he  points  to  properties  and  shares  their  history,  identi- 
fies wildlife  and  gives  insight  on  the  environmental  history  of  the  river. 

At  one  point  on  the  three-hour  tour,  Hurd  stops  the  boat  and  points  to 
a crop  farm  once  owned  by  his  uncle,  and  shares  the  history  of  filbert  and 
peppermint  farming  along  the  waterway. 

“ft’s  a huge  part  of  the  community  and  of  huge  value  to  the  state,” 
Hurd  says.  “Not  just  for  recreation;  for  some  people  it’s  their  livelihood.” 

He  says  the  jet  boat  allows  him  to  “cover  more  areas  of  interest  in  a 
timely  fashion  and  allows  me  to  take  people  out  that  otherwise  couldn’t 
or  don’t  feel  comfortable  getting  out  on  the  water  by  other  means.” 

Hurd  adds:  “1  try  to  relate  some  of  the  history  when  paddle  boats  ran 
the  river.” 

He  says  that  at  Harrisburg  you  can  see  the  old  dock  pilings  from  the 
1907  ferry  crossing  and  railroad  bridges  south  of  town  from  the  turn  of 
the  19th  century.  “But  probably  the  one  thing  that  almost  everyone  loves 
is  the  squirrel  bridge  on  the  McKenzie.  But  you  have  to  book  a trip  to 
hear  the  whole  story.” 

Hurd  also  stops  to  point  out  four  bald  eagles,  a couple  of  deer  and  two 
osprey  nests. 

To  help  with  the  heat  of  a hot  summer  day,  Hurd  makes  sure  to  throw 
in  a few  spins  on  the  boat,  splashing  everyone  on  board  with  the  cool 
Willamette  water. 

“1  think  it’s  a great  way  for  people  to  get  out  there,”  Hurd  says.  “Or 
maybe  they  want  to  go  out  but  don’t  feel  comfortable,  ft’s  a great  way  for 
them  to  get  out  and  experience  it.” 

Some  question  using  a jet  boat  for  the  tour,  and  Hurd  says  that  some 
complain  about  the  wake  a motorized  boat  makes,  “ft  is  true  a boat  going 
slow  or  a lot  of  lake  boats  do  make  a big  wave,”  he  says,  “a  river  sled 
doesn’t  because  their  bottoms  are  much  smoother  and  straighter.” 

Hurd  is  on  the  Harrisburg  Volunteer  Fire  Department,  he  says,  and 
he  helped  get  its  rescue  boats  and  does  the  boat  operator  training  for  the 
water  rescue  team. 

“Almost  every  year  and  sometimes  a couple  times  a year  1 help  paddle 
boats  along  the  river,”  he  says,  “whether  it  be  to  retrieve  their  boats  they 
have  tipped  or  maybe  their  belongings  they  lost  and  are  floating  down 
stream.  One  trip  1 helped  a nice  lady  caught  in  an  eddy  trying  to  rescue 
her  dog.  We  got  both  of  them  to  their  boat  safely.” 

The  tour  aboard  the  “Kimmy-Jo,”  named  in  honor  of  Hurd’s  wife  who 
came  along  for  the  ride,  begins  along  the  banks  of  Harrisburg  and  ends  at 
Armitage  Park  in  Eugene. 

Between  the  spins  and  brief  stops  to  share  his  narrative  of  the  each 
spot,  “Captain  Mike”  navigates  the  river  bends  and  shallow  points  like 
a veteran. 

“1  just  love  doing  it,”  Hurd  says  of  his  tours  that  range  from  one  to 
three  hours  long.  ■

• Our  Congressman  Peter  DeFazio  says  he  is  not  going  to  the  Democratic  Convention  in 
Philadelphia  this  month  because  he  is  a superdelegate  and  he  doesn’t  believe  in  superdelegates. 
Superdelegates  are  unelected  delegates  who  are  free  to  support  any  candidate  forthe  presidential 
nomination  at  the  DNC,  regardless  of  how  their  state  votes.  We  don’t  believe  in  superdelegates 
either,  but  we  do  want  Congressman  Pete  representing  us  in  Philly,  injecting  his  progressivism  as 
much  as  possible  into  the  big  national  show. 

• At  5:30  pm  on  Thursday  July  14  in  Harris  Hall,  there  will  be  a joint  meeting  of  the  Lane  County 
Commission  and  the  Eugene  City  Council  to  discuss  downtown  planning  and  issues  like  the 
juggernaut  that  is  City  Hall.  The  current  price  on  building  a new  City  Hall  is  now  up  to  $18.2  million, 
about  $3  million  more  than  what  the  city  estimated  in  April,  after  first  upping,  then  reducingthe  price 
tag  by  millions  with  back  and  forth  decisions  over  seismic  improvements.  That  number  doesn’t 
include  tearing  down  the  old  City  Hall.  Between  design,  demolition  and  a new  build,  the  number 
creeps  closerto  $28  million.  The  city  says  the  latest  price  hike  is  due  to  “a  very  busy  construction 
market,  construction  cost  inflation  and  the  uniqueness  of  the  design.”  Ironically,  we  had  a unique 
design  (and  a lower  price  tag),  before  the  City  Council  bumbled  forward  in  tearing  down  the  old  City 
Hall.  Let’s  face  it,  Eugene  tore  down  its  City  Hall  with  no  real  plan  in  place  for  what  to  do  next.  We 
suggest  the  city  turn  to  local  architects  and  planners  who  actually  care  about  the  city  before  we 
move  forward  with  the  next  scheme. 
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• Wolves  are  back  in  action,  legally  speaking.  It’s  a little  convoluted,  but  stay  with  us  through  the 
legal  jargon.  Back  in  April,  the  Oregon  Department  of  Justice  threw  out  a lawsuit  from  enviro  groups 
challenging  the  Oregon  Fish  and  Wildlife  Commission’s  decision  to  take  wolves  off  the  state 
endangered  species  list.  Last  week,  the  Oregon  Court  of  Appeals  reinstated  the  legal  challenge 
regarding  the  status  of  wolves.  Environmental  advocates,  including  Cascadia  Wildlands,  have  been 
critical  of  the  process  by  which  the  state  delisted  wolves.  And  if  you  think  about  it,  how  canonlyl20 
members  of  a species  constitute  a stable,  healthy  population?  It’s  bad  science,  and  it’s  bad 
stewardship  of  Oregon’s  biodiversity.  We  hope  to  see  wolves  gain  back  the  protections  they  need  to 
once  again  thrive  in  Oregon. 

• Not  exactly  France  vs.  Portugal  or  Argentina  vs.  Chile,  but  still  good  soccer.  On  Friday,  July  15, 
Lane  United  will  play  the  last  match  of  this  season,  starting  7 pm  at  Pape  Field  (2222  Leo  Harris 
Parkwayin  Eugene]  against  the  Washington  Crossfire.  LUFC  matches  are  a fun  two  hours  on  a 
summer  evening,  complete  with  the  noise,  music,  food,  drink  of  the  soccer  scene. 

• Please,  not  one  more  robocall  from  Hillary  Clinton.  Her  robot  calls  our  Eugene  landline  almost 
every  day,  months  away  from  the  November  election.  Maybe  the  solution  is  to  cut  the  landline. 
Better  yet,  if  you’re  having  the  same  problem,  tell  the  Clinton  campaign  to  call  off  the  robocalls.  It’s 
a bad  strategy. 
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fter  a string  of  violent  shootings 
across  the  nation  last  week, 
hundreds  of  people  convened 
on  the  University  of  Oregon 
campus  Friday,  July  8,  to 
remember  black  lives  lost  at 
the  hands  of  police  officers, 
including  Alton  Sterling  of  Louisiana  and  Philando  Castile 
of  Minnesota.  At  the  vigil,  leaders  also  mourned  the  lives 
of  five  police  officers  killed  in  Dallas,  Texas. 


Members  of  the  Eugene/Springfield  NAACP,  the 
University  of  Oregon’s  Black  Student  Union  and  the 
Black  Women  of  Achievement  organized  the  vigil,  while 
members  of  Showing  Up  for  Racial  Justice  (SURJ) 
Springfield-Eugene  chapter  attended  in  support. 

Addressing  a crowd  gathered  in  the  Erb  Memorial 
Union  amphitheater  as  rain  gently  fell,  youth  pastor  Kim 
McGrew  of  the  Powerhouse  Worship  Center  delivered  a 
moving  speech  that  focused  on  action  and  implementing 
change  in  the  face  of  great  negativity. 


“1  need  you  to  remain  positive,”  McGrew  said.  “There’s 
already  enough  negativity  that’s  going  throughout  the 
nation,  and  they  don’t  need  to  see  it  on  the  UO  campus.” 

McGrew  spoke  to  a solemn,  introspective  audience  as  she 
urged  people  to  act  as  agents  of  change.  “One  thing  1 want 
you  to  be  reminded  of  is  that  we’re  a melting  pot,”  McGrew 
said  as  she  gestured  around  the  amphitheater  and  encouraged 
people  to  look  at  their  neighbors.  “Every  nationality  is  right 
here  on  the  UO  campus.  You  can  see  the  world  sitting  right 
here,  saying,  ‘We  stand  for  one.  And  we  stand  for  all.’”

McGrew,  who  is  African-American,  shared  that  she  is 
from  Dallas  and  that  she  knew  many  of  the  officers  shot 
the  evening  of  July  7 at  a rally  in  protest  of  police  violence 
against  black  people,  calling  the  deaths  by  sniper  “another 
tragedy.” 

At  the  July  8 vigil,  McGrew  asked  people  to  no  longer 
stay  silent  or  hold  their  opinions  to  themselves.  “Today,  1 
set  a new  standard,”  she  said.  “Defy  the  odds  and  step  up.” 

She  called  on  the  audience  to  act  as  leaders  in  the 
community  to  be  a voice  of  reason,  “regardless  of  the 
obstacles  that  may  be  against  you.  1 need  you  to  view  this 
challenge  as  an  opportunity.” 

She  condemned  further  violence  and  said  that  this  is  an 
opportunity  to  stand  together  instead  of  standing  divided. 

“Black  lives  matter,”  McGrew  said.  “White  lives 
matter.  Brown  lives  matter.  Everybody’s  lives  matter  today 
because  after  last  night,  everyone  can  become  a statistic.” 

As  she  finished  her  speech,  she  prayed  for  the  group 
present,  for  the  community  and  for  the  nation  as  a whole, 
and  silence  fell  on  the  amphitheater  as  the  people  present 
honored  the  lives  lost  to  violence. 

Student  activist  and  previous  co-director  of  the  UO 
Black  Student  Union  Nicole  Dodier  then  spoke  to  the 
crowd,  saying,  “The  longer  we  continue  to  be  silent  about 
these  issues,  the  more  black  bodies  will  be  laid  to  rest. 
We  march  here  today  to  be  visible,  to  show  the  world  that 
we  are  fed  up.” 

She  said  action  must  be  taken  to  resolve  police  violence 
against  the  black  community. 

“As  1 scroll  down  social  media,  1 see  a lot  of  backlash 
about  our  movement,  folks  saying  that  all  lives  matter. 
However,  what  many  people  fail  to  realize  is  that  all  lives 


cannot  matter  until  the  black  community  matters,”  Dodier 
said.  “And  we  cannot  fight  these  battles  alone.  We  need 
our  allies  to  speak  up  and  get  behind  us  in  leading  the 
change.  1 find  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  black 
lives  matter.” 

Carter  McKenzie,  who  attended  the  vigil,  is  a member 
of  SURJ  Springfield-Eugene,  a chapter  of  a national 
network  that  organizes  white  people  for  racial  justice  in 
solidarity  with  communities  of  color. 

She  and  nine  other  members  of  SURJ  Springfield- 
Eugene  attended  the  vigil,  and  McKenzie  tells  EW  that 
they  were  there  to  “support  the  amazing  young  black 
leaders  who  organized  this.” 

McKenzie  says  she  was  moved  by  McGrew’s  words. 
“She  spoke  of  positive  agents  of  change,”  McKenzie  says. 
“She  was  really  saying,  ‘We  need  to  do  the  work  with 
our  hearts  open  and  with  resolve,  to  not  just  react  but  act 
thoughtfully.’” 

After  the  vigil,  the  crowd  marched  down  13th  Avenue 
through  campus,  crying  out,  “Black  lives  matter!”  and 
“United  we  stand,  divided  we  fall”  while  carrying  signs. 

Members  of  the  crowd  held  pictures  of  black  men  and 
women  slain  by  police  officers  and  placed  the  photos  on 
Hamilton  Hall  lawn  to  memorialize  those  killed. 

At  the  intersection  of  Agate  Street  and  13th,  organizers 
passed  the  megaphone  to  audience  members,  who  shared 
their  thoughts  with  the  crowd. 

Kayla  Godowa-Tufti,  a member  of  the  Confederated 
Tribes  of  Warm  Springs,  spoke  in  solidarity  with  the  black 
community. 

“1  feel  the  grief  because  they  killed  us,  too,”  she  said. 
“They  wanted  us  dead,  too.  If  all  of  us  stand  together,  there 


is  no  way  this  empire  can  ever  survive.  We  need  to  stop  the 
killing.  Everyone  needs  to  stop  killing  each  other.” 

McKenzie  tells  EW  that  the  Springfield-Eugene  chapter 
of  SURJ  started  last  summer  after  the  Charleston  church 
massacre,  in  which  a white  man  murdered  nine  men  and 
women  of  color.  McKenzie’s  family  was  in  Charleston 
when  the  shooting  happened,  and  she  says  at  that  moment 
she  decided  she  had  to  work  toward  change. 

“Our  mission  is  calling  people  in,”  she  says.  “There  are 
people  who  are  white  and  are  bothered  by  racism  but  don’t 
know  how  to  move  forward.  A common  feeling  is  you  think 
you’ll  say  the  wrong  thing,  but  this  is  trying  to  break  the 
paralysis.  This  is  hard  work,  and  it’s  risk  taking  and  you’re 
going  to  make  mistakes.  We’re  working  in  partnership  with 
people  of  color  as  allies.” 

McKenzie  says  she  encourages  people  who  want  to 
work  toward  racial  justice  to  contact  SURJ  Springfield- 
Eugene  by  emailing  surj-info@googlegroups.com  or 
visiting  its  Facebook  page.  The  group  meets  monthly. 

She  shares  a quote  from  Anne  Braden,  a white  anti- 
racist activist  who  inspired  the  National  SURJ  movement: 

“As  long  as  people  of  color  can  be  written  off  as 
expendable,  and  therefore  acceptable  victims  of  the  most 
extreme  inequities,  none  of  the  basic  injustices  of  our 
society  will  be  addressed;  they  will  only  get  worse.”

VIOLENCE  ON  THE  HAMILTON 
LAWN  ON  THE  UO  CAMPUS 
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As  a former  police  officer,  I recall  that 
each  day  1 went  to  work  my  family 
expected  me  to  return  home  after 
my  duty  shift.  1 have  a lot  of  friends 
and  colleagues  who  are  police 
officers  and  are  serving  their  communities  with  the 
highest  distinction  and  honor.  Their  families  expect 
for  them  to  return  home  after  their  duty  shift,  too. 

The  family  members  of  the  Dallas  police  officers 
and  the  Dallas  transit  police  officers  had  the  same 
expectations.  Tragically,  seven  officers  were  injured 
and  five  officers  lost  their  lives  at  the  hand  of  a single 
assailant.  I mourn  for  their  loss  and  their  families,  too. 

At  the  same  time,  we  must  acknowledge  video 
evidence  of  unarmed  African-American  men  and 
women  being  killed  by  police  without  accountability. 
Ask  yourself  whether  a broken  tail  light,  or  selling 
CDs  or  loose  cigarettes  outside  of  a convenience  mart, 
or  playing  in  a park  with  a toy  gun,  or  being  a teenager 
playing  loud  music,  or  trying  to  walk  home  or  change 
lanes  while  driving,  would  result  in  you  losing  your  life. 

Sadly,  all  of  these  events  had  three  indisputable 
commonalities:  All  were  unarmed,  all  were  black  and 
all  were  killed  within  minutes  or  seconds  of  police 
contact.  Video  evidence  doesn’t  lie.  I grieve  for  these 
families,  too. 

Some  are  too  quick  to  dispel  the  truth  by  blaming 
the  victim  or  a social  movement  by  stoking  the  flames 
of  hatred  and  fear. 

Senator  Robert  F.  Kennedy  said:  “When  you  teach 


In  light  of  recent  shootings, 
we  can  do  better

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a man  to  hate  and  fear  his  brother,  when  you  teach  that 
he  is  a lesser  man  because  of  his  color  or  his  beliefs 
or  the  policies  he  pursues,  when  you  teach  that  those 
who  differ  from  you  threaten  your  freedom  or  your  job 
or  your  family,  then  you  also  learn  to  confront  other 
not  as  fellow  citizens  but  as  enemies.  We  must  admit 
the  vanity  of  our  false  distinctions  among  men  and 
learn  to  find  our  own  advancement  in  the  search  for 
the  advancement  of  all.  We  must  admit  in  ourselves 
that  our  own  children’s  future  cannot  be  built  on  the 
misfortunes  of  others.  We  must  recognize  that  this 
short  life  can  neither  be  ennobled  nor  enriched  by 
hatred  or  revenge.” 

Years  after  Sen.  Kennedy’s  remarks,  America 
still  has  a serious  problem.  We  must  hold  each 
other  accountable  for  our  own  actions  regardless  of 
our  station  in  society.  We  can  no  longer  live  in  the 
darkness  of  denial  that  color  does  not  matter.  We 
owe  our  children  better  — teach  them  tolerance  and 
acceptance.  We  owe  our  friends  and  neighbors  better 
— regardless  of  their  ethnicity  or  religion.  We  owe 
ourselves  better  — truth  and  self-accountability. 

1 remember  the  three  golden  rules:  1.  Always  do 
what  is  right.  2.  Do  the  best  you  can.  3.  Treat  others 
the  way  you  want  to  be  treated. 

America  is  already  great,  but  “We  the  People”  can 
make  her  better.

Those  are  among  the 
names  we  know,  whose  cases  in  the  last  three 
years  came  to  media  attention  because  a video 
of  their  deaths  went  viral  or  the  protests  were 
loud  enough  to  finally  drawthe  lens  ofthe  media. 

Black  Lives  Matter. 

For  many,  the  knee-jerk  response  to  that  is, 
“All  Lives  Matter.” 

The  national  Black  Lives  Matter  organization 
says  in  addressing  some  of  the  many  miscon- 
ceptions about  the  movement  that  “the  state- 
ment ‘black  lives  matter’  is  not  an  anti-white 
proposition."  Black  Lives  points  out  that  there  is 
an  unspoken  but  implied  “too,”  as  in  “black  lives 


matter,  too,”  when  you  say,  “black  lives  matter.” 

Or  as  still  others  have  pointed  out,  when 
you  say,  “save  the  whales”  you  are  not  saying, 
“screw  the  dolphins.”  Saving  the  rainforest  does 
not  mean  you  want  to  see  Oregon’s  old  growth 
cut  down. 

Oregon  is  a historically  white  state  — largely 
due  to  a history  of  laws  that  prevented  Afri- 
can Americans  from  owning  land  and  allowed 
“sundown  towns,”  meaning  while  blacks  could 
pass  through,  they  could  not  stay  after  sunset. 
Eugene  itself  was  a sundown  town,  if  not  by 
law  then  by  practice,  according  to  researcher 
James  Loewen,  author  of  the  book  Sundown 
Towns. 

In  1848,  while  still  a territory,  Oregon’s  pro- 
visional government  passed  a law  forbidding 


black  and  mixed  race  people  from  living  here. 

Oregon  didn’t  allow  interracial  marriages  until 
1951,  the  same  year  it  stopped  applying  insur- 
ance surcharges  to  nonwhite  drivers.  The  first 
black-owned  house  in  Eugene  was  purchased  in 
1948  — less  than  70  years  ago  — by  C.B.  and  An- 
nie D.  Mims,  but  it  was  bought  under  the  name  of 
Mims’  white  employer. 

As  of  July  2015,  Lane  County  has  an  African 
American  population  of  just  1.1  percent,  compared 
to  13.3  percent  nationally.  According  to  the  Part- 
nership for  Safety  and  Justice,  “African  Americans 
in  Oregon  are  six  times  more  likely  than  whites  to 
be  incarcerated”  and  “African  Americans  consti- 
tute 4 percent  of  Oregon’s  youth  population  but 
19  percent  of  the  state’s  Measure  11  indictments 
among  youth.”  Measure  11  crimes  call  for  manda- 
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tory  minimum  sentencing. 

In  Eugene,  according  to  the  most  recent 
2013  police  use  of  force  review  by  the  police 
auditor,  “We  found  no  pattern  among  individu- 
al officers  using  force  against  minorities.” 

Some  look  at  such  statistics  and  erroneous- 
ly argue  that  blacks  are  more  likely  to  commit 
crimes.  However,  according  to  a real-time  data- 
base launched  by  The  Washington  Post  last  year 
to  track  police  shootings  in  the  United  States 
from  the  beginning  of  2015  to  now:  “U.S.  police 
officers  have  shot  and  killed  the  exact  same 
number  of  unarmed  white  people  as  they  have 
unarmed  black  people:  50  each.  But  because 
the  white  population  is  approximately  five  times 
larger  than  the  black  population,  that  means 
unarmed  black  Americans  were  five  times  as 


likely  as  unarmed  white  Americans  to  be  shot 
and  killed  by  a police  officer.” 

Five  times  more  likely  to  be  shot  and  killed. 

So  how  does  white  Eugene  show  that  we  un- 
derstand black  lives  matter? 

Kristi  Wallace,  a long-time  Eugene  resident 
who  now  lives  in  Bend,  tells  of  a recent  visit  to 
her  doctor. 

“Hey,  you’re  my  only  black  patient,”  he  said 
to  her,  referring  to  the  recent  killings  of  Sterling, 
Castile  and  five  Dallas  police  officers.  “How  has 
it  been  for  you?” 

“Weeping,”  she  says,  “I  told  him  the  truth.” 

Wallace  says,  “I  told  him  that  cops  killing 
blacks  is  just  part  of  the  story  for  me.  That  for 
me  and  mine,  pervasive,  ugly  racism  exists  far 
beyond  the  sound  bites  and  cell  phone  play-

back.  I looked  him  in  the  eye.  Told  him  about 
how  I,  and  every  one  of  the  people  in  my  black 
family,  have  had  whites  — police  and  civilians  — 
act  out  rage  and  racism  all  over  us,  repeatedly, 
in  more  than  one  country,  in  more  than  one  lan- 
guage, over  my  entire  lived  life.  I told  him  that 
I am  tired.” 

Wallace  says,  “I’m  not  an  activist.”  She  told 
her  white  doctor  she  is  “just  one  black  Ameri- 
can who  is  disgusted  by  the  violence  directed 
toward  my  people.  And  now  all  people  are  my 
people.  I want  the  slaughter  to  stop.  It  doesn’t 
matter  who  is  holding  the  gun.  It  only  matters 
that  it  stops.  Now.” 

“I’m  so  brokenhearted,”  she  told  him. 

“Me  too,”  her  doctor  said,  and  then,  Wallace 
says,  he  wept.

It’s  a bird,  it’s  a plane  ...  actually  it  is  a plane,  a plane  performing  aerial  acro- 
batics, aka  aerobatics,  at  the  Corvallis  Corkscrew  this  weekend  at  the  Corval- 
lis Municipal  Airport.  Aerobatics  are  the  sort  of  maneuvers  you  might  see  at 
an  airshow  — flying  upside  down,  rolls,  turns,  spins  and  tailslides  — but  the 
more  than  30  pilots  coming  to  show  their  stuff  in  Corvallis  will  be  there  to 
compete  in  precision  flying.  Think  of  aerobatics  competitions  as  something 
like  figure  skating  with  competitors  judged  on  symmetry  and  level  of 
difficulty.  Of  course  instead  of  gliding  on  ice,  the  pilots  are  zooming  through 
the  air  in  small  planes  and  there’s  some  G-force  involved.  The  contest  takes 
place  in  a box  of  air  1,000  meters  long  by  1,000  meters  wide,  marked  by 
white  markers,  visible  from  the  air,  and  leaving  the  box  means  losing  points. 
The  show  is  put  on  by  The  Oregonauts,  IAC  ??  (International  Aerobatic  Club, 
a division  of  the  Experimental  Aircraft  Association)  and  for  more  info,  check 
out  their  website,  iac?7.com.  Saturday  events  include  a freestyle  aerobatic 
contest  with  music  and  smoke  systems.

DANCING  THROUGH  LIFE 

A pair  of  Argentinian  dancers,  now  in  their  80s,  take  to  the 
fioor  in  the  documentary  Our  Last  Tango 

What  a strange  beast  Our  Last  Tango  is.  This  short  documentary  (original  title 
Un  tango  mas ) has  the  peculiar  distinction  of  being  both  inventive  and  un- 
satisfying. ft’s  experimental  in  ways  that  work  on  an  emotional  level,  but  as 
a whole  it  leaves  a viewer  wanting  much  more. 

What  you  may  find  you  want  more  of  is  context.  Director  German  Krai’s 
film  tells  the  story  of  Maria  Nieves  Rego  and  Juan  Carlos  Copes,  two  famous  Argentinean 
tango  dancers  who  were  dance  partners  for  decades  — and  partners  in  life  for  much  of  that 
time.  If  you  are  a dance  aficionado,  perhaps  you  know  enough  about  Maria  and  Juan  to  fill 
in  the  blanks  the  movie  fails  to,  but  there  is  little  in  the  film  to  explain  their  success. 

What  is  in  the  film  is  the  tempestuous,  emotional  side  of  their  story,  and  this  choice  — to 
focus  on  their  relationship  — is  both  admirable  and  frustrating.  For  backstory.  Krai  puts 
his  subjects  in  settings  where  they  tell  their  stories  to  smiling  young  interviewers.  At  first, 
this  is  a touch  confusing:  Who  are  these  people  and  why  are  they  on  screen  with  Maria 
and  Juan? 

It  takes  a moment  to  realize:  They’re  the  dancers  in  the  frequent  reenactments.  They 
aren’t  just  playing  the  younger  couple;  they’re  asking  questions  about  who  Maria  and  Juan 
were,  how  they  met,  how  they  danced  together.  Whether  this  gives  these  dancers  greater 
insight  into  their  own  performances  is  hard  to  say,  but  it  certainly  gives  that  impression. 
How  could  you  not  dance  more  meaningfully  after  talking  to  the  person  you’re  emulating? 

There’s  a sense  of  emotional  exploration,  something  being  sought  and  found  in  the 
language  of  dance  and  yet,  tantalizingly,  not  quite  making  it  to  the  screen. 

While  Maria  is  vibrant  and  magnetic,  it’s  difficult  to  care  much  for  Juan,  who  turns  out 
to  be  an  old-fashioned  sexist,  the  kind  of  man  who  flat-out  objectifies  his  partner  when 
he  refers  to  her  as  his  Stradivarius.  Maria  isn’t  a person  to  him;  she’s  the  tool  he  used  to 
succeed.  He  complains,  at  another  point  in  the  film,  that  Maria  thought  he  belonged  to  her, 
when  he  believed  it  was  the  other  way  around:  She  belonged  to  him,  and  when  he  was  done 
with  her  he  set  her  aside  like  he  would  any  other  tool. 

Maria  has  a few  throwback  ideas  of  her  own,  but  she’s  also  passionate,  curious  and 
somewhat  reflective.  She’s  the  one  the  filmmakers  send  to  visit  the  locations  of  old  haunts 
and  performance  spaces,  and  you  can  practically  watch  memories  play  across  her  face  as 
she  tells  stories  of  the  olden  days. 

Our  Last  Tango  wants  to  mine  the  peculiar  relationship  between  these  two  — the  way 
their  art  and  their  lives  diverged,  and  how  they  danced  on.  This  works  conceptually  in 
the  recreations,  as  their  young  stand-ins  dance  lithely  through  sepia-toned  frames,  but  it 
all  stumbles  when  the  camera  turns  back  to  Maria  and  Juan  themselves.  Her  story  has  a 
triumphant  arc,  if  a mellow  one;  his  seems  to  taper  off,  despite  all  his  success. 

But  if  nothing  else,  both  of  them  demonstrate  that  being  an  octogenarian  is  no  excuse 
for  sitting  still.  If  we  start  now,  perhaps  we’ll  be  dancing  into  our  80s  as  well.  ( Bijou  Art

James  Taylor  is  still  going  strong  46  years 
after  he  released  the  single  “Fire  and  Rain.” 
In  fact,  it  wasn’t  until  2015  that  a Taylor 
album  placed  number  one  on  the  Billboard 
200  chart  with  Before  This  World.  He’s  one  of 
the  world’s  top-selling  musicians,  but  that  doesn't 
mean  he’s  got  a friend  in  everyone.  On  the  eve  of  his 
show  Friday,  July  15,  at  Matthew  Knight  Arena  (it 
will  cost  you:  $68-$88),  music  writers  Andy 
Valentine  and  William  Kennedy  expound  on  the 
soft-rock  guru. 

SWEET  BABY  JAMES 

If  storied  careers  are  your  bag,  you’re  already  a 

James  Taylor  fan. 

When  the  single  “Fire  and  Rain”  dropped  in  1970, 
it  is  possible  that  nobody  understood  what  the 
Boston-born  singer-songwriter  and  multi-platinum 
artist  was  alluding  to.  After  all,  a human  who  writes 
his  first  song  at  14  is  a natural  chaser  of  stories,  and 
Taylor’s  tale  — through  depression,  self-help, 
institutions  and  modesty  — is  one  for  the  ages. 

Of  course,  that  introspective,  noodling  classic 
begat  a sensation,  but  does  anyone  know  the  real 
James  Taylor?  Can  we  ever  truly  admit  to  ourselves 
that  heartbreak,  loss,  peril  and  denial  belong  in  this 
world  alongside  success?  Have  we  seen  fire?  Have 
we  seen  rain?  More  importantly,  have  we  ever 
stopped  to  consider  the  meaning? 

In  the  year  2000,  Taylor  was  inducted  into  the 
Rock  and  Roll  Hall  of  Fame.  In  the  year  2016,  he  is 
blessing  Eugene  with  his  presence.  If  you  bleed  red 
blood,  this  is  not  a show  you’ll  want  to  miss.  — Andy

I’m 
sure  I have  sentimental  attachments  to  bad  things, 
too.  I just  can’t  think  of  any  right  now. 

All  this  being  said,  James  Taylor  is  perfectly 
pleasant,  and  I suppose  he  deserves  some  credit  for 
longevity  and  having  an  impact  on  those  who  find 
him  meaningful. 

It’s  just  that  in  the  ’70s  era  of  safe,  tapioca 
pudding-voiced  singer-songwriters,  James  Taylor  is 
the  puddin’-est.  He  bleaches  out  all  of  ’60s-era  folk 
and  country-rock’s  danger  and  excitement. 

Like  a sexless  marriage  or  a shopping  mall,  the  ’70s 
gave  us  punk  rock,  but  they  also  gave  us  James  Taylor. 
Give  me  Cat  Stevens.  Give  me  Paul  Simon.  Hell,  in  a 
pinch  give  me  Gordon  Lightfoot  or  John  Denver. 

But  halt,  you  say.  This  is  just  another  hipster  poo- 
pooing  an  artist  from  before  his  time. 

“With  a slight  shift  in  the  breeze,”  you  exclaim, 
“Taylor’s  sound  could  return  to  vogue  like  Townes 
Van  Zandt  or  Kris  Kristofferson,  and  this 
bespectacled  phony  will  clutch  onto  his  vinyl  copy  of 
Mud  Slide  Slim  and  The  Blue  Horizon  like  it’s  gold.  ” 

On  the  contrary!  Most  mainstream  music  I hear 
these  days  (that  bothers  with  a guitar)  sounds  just 
like  James  Taylor:  Jason  Mraz,  Cody  Simpson  and 
Mat  Kearney,  to  name  a few.  Taylor’s  sound  never 
went  out  of  style;  it  became  the  style  for  a lot  of 
dopey  guys  with  guitars,  and  it  never  went  away. 
Tune  into  NPR  at  any  point,  and  you’ll  hear  a long 
succession  of  James  Taylor  sound-a-likes. 

Led  Zeppelin  has  many  moments  of  beastly 
greatness  and  maybe  James  Taylor  does,  too.  But  Led 
Zeppelin  also  inspired  Winger.  And  yes,  I do  hold 
Zep  personally  responsible  for  that.  So  listen  up, 
James:  Jack  Johnson  is  your  fault,  and  I’m  not  letting 
you  off  the  hook  so  easily.  — William  Kennedy

THE  DARK  RECORD 

Western  roots  band  Jake  McNeillie  @ Co.  go  Southern  Gothic 
with  upcoming  aibum  Delirium 


Welcome  to  the  weird  world  of  Eugene 
songwriter  Jake  McNeillie  — a world  where 
black  holes  suck  “the  flesh  of  unwilling 
girls,”  human  bones  lie  “without  their  meat” 
and  animals  have  socks  on  their  feet. 

“1  really  don’t  know  where  the  songs  come  from  when 
1 am  writing  a record,”  McNeillie  admits,  “but  1 don’t 
question  it.” 

McNeillie,  along  with  his  band  Jake  McNeillie  & Co., 
are  prepping  the  September  release  of  their  latest  album, 
Delirium:  A Southern  Gothic  Fable.  Fellow  Eugene 
songwriter  turned  music  producer  Tyler  Fortier  produced 


the  project,  and  Thaddeus  Moore  of  Sprout  City  Studios 
mixed  the  record. 

“Tyler  did  a tremendous  job,”  McNeillie  says.  “He  was 
like  a full-time  member.” 

Delirium  also  features  Eugene  musicians  Aaron 
Forman  on  guitar  and  Albert  Howell  on  bass.  “The  record 
is  a multi-instrumental  record,  so  it’s  hard  to  list  everyone 
who  is  featured.” 

McNeillie  continues:  “The  album  is  inspired  by  the 
Jungian  archetype  of  the  shadow  self,  as  well  as  an 
obsession  with  Southern  Gothic  literature  and  film,”  he 
says,  also  listing  authors  Edgar  Allen  Poe  and  Cormac 


McCarthy  as  influences.  “1  pretty  much  grab  from 
everywhere.” 

Delirium  "is  a three-act  record,”  McNeillie  says.  “The 
first  act  is  dark  storyteller,  the  second  is  more  traditional 
and  somewhat  lighter  and  the  last  act  is  more  theatrical. 

“The  album  is  filled  with  murder  ballads,  social 
injustice  and  desperation,”  McNeillie  explains,  “ft’s  a 
fable;  it’s  a tragedy.  1 always  wanted  to  write  our  dark 
record  and  this  one  is  it.” 

And  listening  to  Delirium  tracks  like  “Killing  Fields” 
or  “Deep  Dark  Holes,”  you’re  forced  to  acquiesce  to  an 
artist’s  vision  that  at  worst  is  difficult  to  digest  and  at  best 
an  acquired  taste. 

But  music  doesn’t  have  to  be  for  everyone.  And 
McNeillie  is  so  committed  to  his  vision  that  you  hang  on 
despite  yourself,  curious  to  see  where  his  dystopian  tone 
takes  you  next.  McNeillie  explores  the  fine  line  between 
original  and  inaccessible,  inspired  and  unhinged. 

McNeillie  sings  in  an  impossibly  somber  baritone, 
accompanied  by  Americana-tinged  acoustic  instruments 
— frequently  in  alternative  tunings  — or  echoing 
keyboards.  Tempos  lazily  creep  by  in  a sweaty,  Southern 
haze,  like  a country-western  Bauhaus,  or  Johnny  Cash 
imitating  Townes  Van  Zandt  with  lyrics  by  David  Lynch. 

“1  am  here  for  you,”  he  sings  on  “Be  Here  for  You” 
from  Delirium,  “with  my  tender  heart,  through  the  black 
‘n’  blue.”  With  any  other  singer,  this  tumbleweed-and- 
campfire  tune  might  be  a sweet  love  song,  but  McNeillie 
imbues  it  with  menace  and  dread. 

“Half  of  the  record  was  written  on  guitar,”  McNeillie 
says,  “most  of  which  are  in  alternate  tunings,  and  half  was 
written  on  piano  and  organ.” 

McNeillie  explains  his  unique  style:  “1  am  first  and 
foremost  a writer,  and  music  called  to  me  when  1 was  a 
teenager.  1 have  delved  in  other  forms  of  art  but  music  hits 
the  sweet  spot.  The  idea  is  to  never  be  bored  with  the  art 
you  are  trying  to  produce.” 

Catch  a sneak  peek  of  Delirium:  A Southern  Gothic 
Fable  when  Jake  McNeillie  & Co.  performs  with  Llorona 
Friday,  July  17,  at  the  Hi-Fi  Music  Hall  Lounge;  $5, 
21-plus.  The  official  album  release  on  CD  and  digital 
download  is  Sept.  24  at  Sam  Bond’s  with  Eugene’s  Black 
Magdelene.

SUMMER  SIZZLE 

Here’s  some  musical  hair  of  the  dog 
for  that  Bach  Festival  hangover 

Let’s  assume  you  love  classical  music  and  you’re 
having  a hangover  now  that  the  Bach  Festival  is 
over  and  the  symphony  and  other  classical 
seasons  don’t  get  going  for  some  weeks.  Let  us 
further  assume  that  you  are  not  among  the 
fortunate  many  who  found  out  about  the  Eugene 
Symphony’s  eighth  annual  Symphony  in  the  Park 
concert  at  Cuthbert  Amphitheater  on  Saturday,  July  16, 
before  all  the  free  tickets  were  snapped  up  by  the  savvy. 

You  are  therefore  lamenting  what  you  imagine  is  a 
missed  opportunity  to  experience  — in  a setting  more 
sylvan  than  Silva  Concert  Hall  — orchestral  bonbons 
from  Dvorak  (one  of  his  Slavonic  dances),  Tchaikovsky 
(a  waltz  from  his  ballet  Swan  Lake,  the  ever-popular 
Variations  on  a Rococo  Theme  and  — bang!  — the 
inevitable  closing  explosive  1812  Overture),  Suppe, 
Weber,  Sousa,  John  Williams’s  Star  Wars  theme  and 
even  a dash  of  Cole  Porter. 

You’ll  also  miss  the  Eugene  Symphonic  Band 
playing  more  Star  Wars  music,  more  Sousa  (and  Monty 
Python),  an  Irving  Berlin  tribute,  a sing-along,  Elmer 
Bernstein’s  glorious  theme  from  The  Magnificent 
Seven  and  more  American  tunes. 


But  there’s  still  hope!  Hie  yourself  over  to  Cottage 
Grove’s  Bohemia  Park  July  18  or  down  to  Roseburg’s 
Nichols  Band  Shell  July  19  and  you  won’t  even  need 
any  stinkin’  tickets  to  hear  the  Eugene  Symphony 
perform  outside  its  usual  confines  in  the  Hult  Center. 

If  you  did  miss  out  on  the  Cuthbert  festivities,  you 
have  a couple  other  appealing  July  16  choices.  You 
might  head  over  to  the  WOW  Hall  to  catch  French- 
Vermonter  chanteuse  Francesca  Blanchard  croon  her 
original  bilingual  ballads,  influenced  by  folk  and  song 
traditions  from  both  her  homelands. 

Another  July  16  option:  Cozmic  Productions/ 
Whirled  Pies,  where  Bill  and  Michael  Keale  — scions 
of  a long  Hawaiian  music  family  tradition  — play  and 
sing  island  music  on  ukulele  and  guitars.  The  show 
opens  with  one  of  Hawaii’s  greatest  contributions  to 
world  music:  Maggie  Matoba  and  Matthew  Riley 
playing  dreamy  slack-key  guitar  instrumentals. 

There’s  more  island  music  at  one  of  the  summer’s 
top  world  music  shows:  The  July  21  appearance  by 
Lakou  Mizik  at  the  WOW  Hall.  The  three-generation 
collective  of  Haitian  musicians  mixes  rising  young 
stars  with  venerated  masters  such  as  Vodou  drummer 
Sanba  Zao.  Haiti  is  a Caribbean  crossroads  of  cultures, 
and  the  Port-Au-Prince  nonet’s  music  blends  influences 
that  span  the  decades  and  the  oceans,  including  French 
chanson-style  accordion,  jazzy  horns  and  intensive 
doses  of  Afro  pop.  If  you’re  a fan  of  global  rhythms, 
check  them  out.  The  balmy  sounds  make  a suitably 
sizzling  summer  soundtrack.

SAVAGE

I still  love  her  and  miss  her.  Last  week,  I wrote  her  a letter  saying  that  I still  love  her  and  want  us  to  get 
back  together.  She  wrote  me  a nice  letter  back  saying  she  doesn't  feel  passion  for  me  and  we're  never 
getting  back  together.  Over  the  past  few  months,  I’ve  started  dating  another  girl.  She's  pretty,  smart, 
sexy,  and  kind.
